The application-^" this Company made to the Common Council'of the City, for 


- permission to increase the price of gas in Kingston, the amount of increase to be 


subject to the approval of the Public Service Commission, has been denied by the Coun- 


cil. 
This very exceptional request for an increase in the price of gas was forced upon 


us by conditions entirely beyond our control. The}' are "the same reasons and condi- 
tions which have forced you to pay more for every commodity you use. and in turn 
have forced us to pay more for even thing entering into the production of gas. 


We have always believed that our business prospered best when rates were at 


the low est possible figure. Never before have we considered raising the price of gas; 
any changes in rates have been reductions, and we surely would not ha\ e selected this 
particular time for an increase when every one is burdened with increased costs un- 
less forced by absolute conditions to do so. Briefly stated the fact is that this Company 
!S.today and has been for eight months past selling gas to its customers at less than 
the cost of production and delivery. This cost is represented by moneys actually spent 
for coal, oil, labor, taxes and maintenance and does not include one cent of interest 
charges. It is manifest to ail thinking people that this condition can not continue. Xo 


, business can possibly exist, unlcs its income at least equals its necessary 
expenses. 


"V\ e have held off to the last moment but any attempt to continue further on this basis 
invites disaster to the Companv and failure in an important branch of Public Service 
"which in turn is a most important phase of the City's prosperity and future develop- 
ment We have always in the past kept ahead of the City's growth ar.d have met every 
demand for industrial and general commercial expansion. Xow we are forced to ac- 
knowledge not only our inability to continue this policy but to fall down on present 
demands. 
If relief is granted to us we would hope to resume our normal condition. 


A recent State. Commission decision slated. "It is time to realize that good service can 
be obtained only by just and equitable treatment. Xo starved horse ever pulled a 
heavy load." "Few arc aware of the rcvolu tion that has lakcn place in the last ten or 
fifteen }*ears in relations between the Public Service Corporations and the communi- 
ties the}" serve. The properties of the Utilities arc now carefully examined and ap- 
praised at their true value. Any water in their stocks is dcsrcyrarded and rates arc 
established on the basis of reasonable cost to the consumer and fair returns to the in- 
vestor.*' 


Council's denial of our petition was based, we iidicrc. on a clau«c in the con- 


tract for street lighting existing- between Hiic City and the Company. The clause is aa 
follows: 


"It is further agreed that, daring the term of this agreement the party of the 


first part shall not increase Its existing schedule of rates now on Se with the Public 
Service Commission of the State of New York, for gas or electricity furnished the in- 
habitants of the City of Kingston. But this provision shall not be construed to take 
away any of the rights which tine citizens of she city may now have regarding the rates, 
etc, as established by the Public Service Commission."' 


A brief history of the contract follows: In 1912 the City desired to modernize 


and enlarge its street lighting. A committee of Council was appointed to act with the 
Mayor and Corporation Counsel to investigate the matter and negotiate a new street 
lighting contract, which "As to them may seem just and proper for the best interests 
of the City." Further the "Committee, together with the Mayor and Corporation 
Counsel be, and they hereby are, given full power and authority to enter into and 
close such contract for lighting as aforesaid, and that the Mayor be and he hereby is 
authorized and given full power to sign and execute said contract on behalf of the 
City, after the same shall have been agreed to by said Committee, the Mayor and 
Corporation Counsel.'' The above procedure by the City would seem to have indi- 
cated the complete im cstigation and understanding of the contract on the part of the 
Council and City Officials. Section 10 of this contract was accepted by this Company 
in perfect good faith, based on the experience of years past during which period th« 
tendency .had been for reduction in Utility rates for service and with the firm belie! 
that the future did not hold any such abnormal conditions as exist today and have ex- 
isted for over a year. These conditions have probably wiped out a great many of you? 
plans and agreements. • You never dreamed of a world war. 
Long before these ab- 


normal conditions were even thought of we endeavored to interpret this contract in & 
broad and public spirited manner. For instance, in 3914, approximately two vcarC 
after the contract wa« ^ijjned. by agreement with the City that the minimum number 
of arc lamps to be installed should be increased above the minimum of 240 specified 
in the contract, and in spite of the provision that all additions above 240 were to bfc 
paid for at regular prices, we voluntarily reduced the price of each arc lamp S5.00 per 
year, making a net saving to the City of over S2.000.00 per year. At this tim« 
material reductions were also made in Gas and Electric rates. This means that tht 
Gas and Electric ralc> arc today lower tlian tlac amount allowable under the contract 
ES it now stands w rittcn. Did not this reduction in all rates indicate a disposition oa 
our part to play fair with the City and Citizens in spite of contract provisions? 


Further, in July. 393ft. the City administration made an effort to conserve on ex- 


penditures. We expected sill Jo do their *harc in this curtailment and as the largest 
t*ixpa3-cr in the City, wished lot do our share. What was our share, or possibly more 
than our share? It was this: At the request of the Board of Public Works, and 
"without recourse to the terms of our contract, we voluntarily cut out of service 45 
arc lamps. This reduction in lamps not only made a serious reduction in income, but 
took out of service practically 1 10th of the equipment that we had invested our 
money in and "had instated a few years before to furnish service to the lamps the City 
had ordered placed- Wi! you ask yourself if this was the act of a Company disposed 
not to co-operate and disposed to take advantage of every terra of a contract or was 
it the act of a Company big enough and progressive enough to interpret a contract to 
fit conditions and to co-operate with the City Administration even thoiagh it meant 
direct financial sacrifice to the Company?

AN ACT to amend the insurance law, 


generally, tn relation to marine insur- 
ance. 
Became a law May S, 1918. with the 


approial of the Governor. Passed, three- 
fifths being; present. 


The People of the State of New York,

standard, may be the most profitable 
bird on the place as an early layer. 
She can b« culled before the eggs sire 
needed for hatching, but will pay for 
her feed until then. If one Is grow- 
ing purebreds for the first time, get 
one who understands the breed to cull. 
An expert will be able to cbMM tha 
birds best worth keeping. Wt doubt 
If caponlzlng will pay the farmer— cer- 
talnly not caponizlng the early bird.
